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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In the claims 

2. Cancel non-elected claims 137-150. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 99-136 and 151-158 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Kent (US 
3315350), teaches a soldering tip with a copper core plated with a layer or iron, Weller 
(US 5,553,767) teaches a soldering tip formed of a sintered or compacted and shaped 
composite comprising copper and iron particles, however the prior art of record fail to 
teach a soldering tip made of a metal particle sintered member from a sintering base 
material with the weight content of the sintering base material in the metal particle

sintered member between 60% and 99.99% by weight, wherein the sintering base 
material includes at least one of iron particles, nickel particles, and cobalt particles; and 
joining the metal particle sintered member to a copper or copper alloy core.
